(Text) Noting the enormous importance of the rational use of vennapertasien, dom- 
rade L, I. Breshnev at the 26th OPSU Congress called it a key branch of the 
national economy, with which the solution of all “scale economic and social 
problema ia inaeparably connected, At the congress it was ged that the 
reduction of transportation expenditures ie « major state » the successful 
e@plution of which will make it possible to improve the economic effectiveness of 
all social production. 








Life iteelf pereietently requires improvement of organisation of the process and 
sontrol of traneportation, A key branch also requires reliable keys, which in 
eapable handa would more rapidly and more widely uncover internal reserves and 
unused possibilities, This is spoken of in the resolution of the OPSU Sentral Conm- 
mittee entitled, "On experience in the work of collectives of enterprises of rail- 
road tranaportation and industry of L'vovakaya Oblast on the efficient use of 
care,” The complex ayatem for the efficient use of oars, developed and introduced 
under the leadership of the oblast party organisation, interested the traneporta- 
tion workers of the country, and onpecially the railroaders, An all-union oonfer- 
ence-seminar waa recently held at L'vov in which the of freight services 
engineers engaged in the introduction of selentific sation of labor from all 
the main lines of the country, sclentiate, superintendents of workshops of the 
Miniotry of Communioationa and branch trade-union representatives Loipated, 
They diaplayed apeclial interest in the final resulte which the ool ive of the 
L'vovakaya Nallrosd achieved after the complex system was introduced, 





Ae in 19745, when the development of the said aystem was atarted, only 26 percent of 
the enterprises of the oblast met the established quota of car downtime, whereas 
lact year it wae 49 end in the first half of this year 53 percent. Of 55 freight 
atations of the L'vovakoye division of the L'vovakaya Railroad, and of 397 enter- 
prises of the oblast, 46 stations and 4+ enterprises are working in accordance 
with the new ayetem, The L'vovekaya Railroad embraces a large territory, and so 

it ia especially gratifying that the L'vov unite have been supported by the ool- 
leotives of 199 enterprises of adjacent oblasts and 75 stations of the Ternopol'- 
akhoye, Noven'akoye, Ivano-Frankovakoye and Ushgorodakuye divisions, This made it 
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possible for the railroad to fulfil the tranaportation plan and improve the opera- 
tional indicators over last year, putting in order the downtime quota of cara on 
sidings. In the ourrent year cur oblast ia fulfilling the traneportation plan on 
the whole, in particular for such very important shipments as coal, of] and ore, 
Failures of fulfilment of the plan for the realisation of production by industrial 
enterprises through the fault of the railroad have been practically eliminated, 


Many indicatera oan be cited which testify v Glearly to the superiority of the 
complex ayatem, It ia moat adviaable, certainly to ne that success in seck~ 
ing @ reliable key to the branch comes as « result of improvement of the economic 
relations of railroad stations and industrial enterprises, which are canastructed 

on the baste of mutual obligations and responsibilities for the efficient use of 
the oar pool, Contributing to the taprovement ia the concern of a organ\ fa - 
tione and their attention te eoordination of the efforte of collectives of trana- 
portation and enterprises. Under the superviaion of the party othom an acourate 
analyeia has been made of expenditures on the processes of handling cars, —T pd 
on loading operations on the sidings of enterprises.

“and that's how it continued until 1975," sald B. Samoris, ohief of the tranaport 
ahop of the tue-bullders, at a meeting of the oblast party-economic active members, 
“People worked one ehift, bastoally manual labor prevailed, we had no locomotives 
or car-unloading equipment. The plant paid the railroad large fines.”

while considerably inereasing the whare of fine-ataple cotton, It will be neces~

Animal tushandrymen will have to work intensely during the new five-year period, 
They will have to fulfill atrictly the decree of the CPM Central Committee and the 
USSR Council of Mintetera, entitled “Measures to Accelerate the Development of 
Animal Nushandry in Ushek 608," and the dectatona sf the 14th Plenum of the 

Central Committee of the Comuniat Party of Ushekiatan dealing with thie question, 
It is planned to tnerease the average annual production of meat to at least 

400 ,000-410,000 tone Calaughtered wetght), and milk to 72,5«2,7 million tone, 


In 1981, the firat year of the five-year plan, the republic's agroinduatrial com 
plex, developing the successes achteved during previous years, took a pledge to 
produce 4,900,000 tones of raw cotton, appronimately 3 million tone of grain, and 
5,900,000 tone of vegetables and fruit, and to inerease the volumes of production 
of output of animal husbandry in the soctal sector aa follows: for meat, to 320,000 
tonay milk, to 990,000 tone; egge, to 1,090 million; and wool, to 15,690 tone, 

The gross production of output in agrteulture will inerease by 17-19 percent, 


A component part of the tremendous job of implementing the program of intenatfiea~ 
tion of agriculture that has heen defined by the 26th CPOU Congresa ta the more 
thorough elaboration «« by oblaata, rayona, and farma «« of the setentifteall 
subatantiated ayatem of managing agriculture, Currently thie te one of the ehtef 
trenda in the development of agriculture, Aa applicable to sonal pecullaritieos, 
the intensive ayatem of managing agrteulture haw ite pecullarities and encompasnes 
a broad complex of tnterrelated measures, hut there ta something in common on 
which it ta based: the complete asatmilation of erop rotations, the use of the 

the moat productive varieties of cotton and of grain, vegetable, and fruit eropa, 
the optimal dosages of fertilisera, effective herbicides, defollanta, means to 
protect the planta, and the moat up-to-date machinery that guarantees the prompt 
and effictent carrying out of the field operations, 


Wherever the eclentifically substantiated ayatema of agriculture are being tmple- 
mented moat completely, the production resulta have tnvartably been high, for 
example, thanks to an improvement in the eyetem of agriculture and the introduction 
of the industrial technology of growing sotton, the agrieultural workera in Tash- 
kentekaya Oblaat assured during the 10th PiveeYear Plan an inerense of 18 percent 
in the grows output, and those in Samarkandekaya Oblast, an inerease of 327 percent, 
the grows harvest of raw cotton tnereased there, reapectively, by 16,000 and 
99,000 tone, 


Much te being done to introduce welentifieally substantiated syatema of agricul- 
ture in homitanekiy Rayon, where the average harvest yield of taw cotton per 
hectare hae reached 47 quintalas Biruntyakiy Mayon, 41) Peshkunekly Mayon, 44; 
Karahinakty and Ghakhrteaheakiy Mayona, 40,5; Pakhtachivyekiy Rayon, 45.94 and 
Kattakurganakiy Bayon, 40,3 quintala, 


At the same time, in a number of rayone and on a numer of farms, the progressive 
syateme of agriculture are being tntroduced poorly, and the erop-rotation 
schedules are being violated, Last year 307 farme harvested leas than 30 quintala 
of raw cotton per hectare, 175 farme produced leas than 10 quintala of grain per 
hectare; and 147 kolkhoses and sovkhoses produced leas than 75 quintala of vege 
tables per hectare, 























uring the Lith Vive-Year Plan it will be necessary to attach the primary impor- 
tance to the introduction of setentifieally substantiated systems of feulture 
and to their constant improvement, While striving to inerease the pr tion of 
output in vegetable and animal husbandry, one must remember that the protection 
of the land, the tnereasing of ita productive forces, conatitutes a matter of great 
a te Res the state, and a matter which must be constantly in the center of 
our attention, 


An effective factor in increasing the effectiveness of teulture 1a the chemt - 
calisation of agriculture, The volumes and areas of application of fertilisers 
and other chemicals have been growing, but thie matter requires the improvement in 
the ayatem of using them, 


Mont of the kolkhoses and sovkhones, by guatanteeing the correct and balanced 
application of fertilisers, have been producing 17-20 of more kilograms of cotton 
per kilogram of — 21 There ate, er, otill a large number of those 
farma where the fertilisers have been yielding little effect, Consequently, 

in addition to expanding the research on the theory of plant nutrition and on 

the balancing of the nutrlenta in the soil, tt will be necessary to complete the 
work of providisa the agrochemical aubatantiation fot the deadlines and dosages 
for fertilisers by types of solid, and the work of diagnoaing nutrition by growth 
phases, Within the near future we must aseure the application of fertilisers 

on the baste of agrochemteal regionaliaed charts, and it will be neesaaary for 
personnel at the middle-management level to learn how to uae them correctly, 


the considerable rataing Of the teehntoal level of irrigation projects must become 
an important trend in Thevoaeing the harvest yield, The necessity of +: he 
the extating irrigation ayatema, and partioularly the intrafarm syetem, has 

arisen ae a result of the excessive losses of water, Moreover, latge atene are 
being wet aaide for the distribution network, in open trrigation syatema the 
effictency does not exceed 0,6-0,7, that ta, W400 percent of the water ta lost 

ae it travela to tte deatination, 


Hefinite omtestona have aleo ceeurted in the work performed by the operational 
services, On large areas, ae a reeult of the unfavorable situation with regard to 
reclamation, fertile land te being ewamped and repeatedly subjected to walt 
damaue, Thie causes a great lows to the atate and to the kolkhoses and sovihones, 
there 1a « large number of auch areas in Ladar'inakiy, Yas"yavanekly, Kaganekly, 
Vorvehtiovakiy, and other rayona in the republte, projects for improving the 
condition af the land are being carried out in an uncoordinated manner, on 

sectora that are separated from one another, and vAthout any long-range schemes 

or types of drainage, 


Therefore one of the moat important trends in technical improvement in the con- 
struction of treteation and reclamation etructures ta the creation of closedq-type 
irrigation eyatema «« in pipelines, tt will be necesaary simultaneously to 
devote more attention to the technical condition of the ecanala and eellectora, 


lt ia necessary to make broad application of new building materiale and conatrue~ 
tion technology, to create multipurpose and combined types of machinery 
for aprinkler-type agriculture, and to introduce progrentive methods and tech 


nology of aprinkling, 
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It te no leas important to assure the most rapid assimilation of the reclamation 
ayateme and creation of the neceanary conditions for the effective uae of irrigated 
land, 


The atate of affaire indicates that a large gap entate between the construction 
and the agricultural asaimilation of irrigated land, Sometimes, an a result of 
the incomplete asaimilation of the new land, they produce emall harveate for a long 
period of time, The profitability of agricultural production ta low there, The 
oprlmal supporting of the newly organised sovihones with the appropriate material~- 
technical base la yet another reserve for inereasing the harvest yield, 


To inerease the economic effectiveness of irrigation, it te very important to 
intensify the atruggle for the economical and efficient uae of water on vvery 
kolkhos and savkhos, and the atrict obeervation of the technology for irrigating 
all the agrleultural eropa, One atill eneountera farme where no accounting te 
kept for the intrafurm irrigation syatema of the collection and drainage network, 
and where the operational personnel are either completely nonentatent of conatat 
of nonapectaltate, 


The increase in the effectivenees of production ia linked with the broad mechantsa- 
tion of the work procesees, The delivery to agriculture of improved and more 
power-intensive mulitpurpose machinery, provided with the appropriate controle, 
will make it practically possible within the current five-year plan to complete the 
comprehensive mechanization of cotton production, to convert ta the industrial 
technology of growing corn for grain and tlee, and to raise the level of mechani~- 
sation of production tn antmal husbandry, 


The inereasing quantity of technology ereates ite own taake of improving the 
organization of ite use, Ae has been shown by analyaia, the potential —, 
of the machinery that ta avaliable on a farm are being weed variously, 

average output per etandard tractor, for the republic as « whole, has reached 
almoat 1900 atandard hectares, whereas in Surkhandar'inekaya Oblast that indicator 
dues not exceed 1280, in Dahisakekaya Oblast, 1100, and in Syrdar'inekaya Oblast, 
1700 atandard hectares, 


in order to assure the highest daily and seasonal output per plece of equipment, 
it is neceanaty to plan prectaely the work of the detachments to be created for

(me etill encountere tnetances when farm managers and apectaliata, without suffi- 
clent economle or production teason, pose the question of having asatgned to them 
a larger than necessary quantity of technology and they employ all meana, both 
reasonavle and unreasonable, to acquire it, while —2 little concern for the 
productive use of the avaliable pool of machinery and other material-technical 
mene, 


in addition to the search for the beat organisation of the operationa tnvolving 
the uae of the machine and tractor pool, it la necessary to continue to taprove 
the technology of repairing the agrioultural technology. 

















In the llth Vive-Year Plan, in addition to the eystem of measures to the 

machine and tractor pool in workable condition, an important place must given to | 
queationa of organising the storage of machinery, An economical attitude toward 

technology ia one of the very important forma of manifesting a high level of 

efficteney in production, and ta the pledge for ite highly productive use, | 


In Ushekiatan, in addition to the 18 oduetion of cotton, grain, and 
vegetable and fruit output, one of the leading branches of agriculture ie animal 
husbandry, The republic's party organisation devotes constant attention to the 
development of thiw vitally important branch, During recent yeats — tremendous 
amount of work has been carrying out to intensify animal husbandry, and fundamental 
stepa have been taken to inerease the production of ail types of output on the 
hasia of apectaliaation, concentration, and cooperation that ta being carried 

out, and on the basis of deepening the process of the further conversion of animal 
husbandry to industrial technology, and the intelligent organisation of fodder pro- 
duction, which ta taking on an tnereasingly branch nature,

Primary importance during the current year and during the five-year period aa a 
Whole should be attached to tnereasing the production of foddera and to tmproving 
their quality, Thie task whould be viewed with a consideration of the inereasing 
number of head of livestock to the soetal sector and the satiafying of the needs 
of the aubaldiary fatte, 


A very important fodder reserve in the republic continues to be the obtaining 

of increasing harvest of fodder crops, alfaifa, corn grown for silage purposes 

and root crope, During recent yeara the yield for the fodder heetare an a whole 
hae increased, but on the flelde of many kolihones and sovihoses one observes 

the incomplete harvesting of foddera, in a number of rayone the productivity of the 
fodder area hae not reached the average level for the republic, This oveure 
primarity wherever the people have failed to opaege in « businesalibe manner in 

the introduction of progressive methoda into fodder production gd where the

hennive approaeh to the production of foddera, It te neeeasary to Siow more 
concern for providing the kolkhoses and sovkhoses with highly produetive fodder- 
harveativg technology, and with meana for preserving the foddere, Complete 
attention and concern ahould he shown te t rhanent combined detachments tne 
volved in fodder production, One muat not allow the foddercharveating equipment 
tu atand idle, of to have the unite for manufacture of granulated foddera not 
working, 


In addition te tnereaatog the arose amount of foddera, tt ta necenaary ta achieve 

a sharp tnerenee in thete quality, Selenee haa developed a large number of various 
technological schemes for producing highearade foddera, The beat of these schemes 
should be pul tate practioe everywhere, 


Helentiata in the agrarian fleld will have tea tnerease wer thelr selection 
work for developing aeede for fodder cropa that posseas a high potential harvest 
yield when planted tn lateeautumn, repeated, and combined sowings, Within the 
near future tt will he neceaeary to create new droughtereatatant varieties and 
liybride of corn grown for grain, and of other fodder eropa, ao that every heetare 
of treigated land will produce 19°20 tone of fodder unite, tt ta alae important 
to show concern for the production and providing of the farm with their own 

need material, 


Aw ta generally known, the moat considerable tnereaae in the output of animal 
hushandry te provided by the tnduatetal complenea and interfarm enterprises 
where twoethiede of the Livestock betna fattened up are concentrated, as well 
ae oneethted of the datey herd and almoat the entire production of eage, tt 
wild, however, be erraneoua not te eee that eome of the new capacition are 
operating at lewe than full load, and have low tndleatera with regard to the 
fattening of Livestock, That kind of attuatton hae developed, in partioular, tn 
ithe viralneland sones, The tnereaee tn the tntenaity of fattening and the 
Improvement of the work performed by the complenea in fattening livestock and 
bringing the animale to an alder age eonatitutes one of the major reserves for 
lnereaating the output and reducing the expenditures of foddera and moana per 
wit of output, 


In addition te taproving the work of the apectalived enterpriaes, it ta necenaary 
io devote more attention to the operation of the animal farma on the kolkhosen and 
aovkhores, All the eonditione muet be eraeated there for tntroducing tnduatrial 
technology, eo ae te taprove the effiletency of production, and consequently the 














averane turnover weight, the fatness rate, and the acceptance specifications of 
the animale, 


The accelerated development of animal husbandry for meat purposes requires the 
reinforcement of the extating farma and the creation of new ones, It te necessary

The Intensifleation of sheep breeding muat be accompanied by an improvement in the

fur the kolkhoses and sovkhow animal farma, ae well aa the aubaidiary farme at 
enterprises, 


in the republic 'a meat balance aheet within the fortheoming five-year period it ta 
planed to inerease the amount of poultry meat, The poultry growers have been 
given the task of tnereasing the production of poultry meat by the end of 1985 

tv 112,000 tone, tn alaughtered weight, and egg production to 2,78 billion (eggs). 
vor the practical execution of auch large asaignmenta it te planned to increase 
the number of head of poultry intended for meat purposes, and to breed broilera, 
lt ie neceeaary to accelerate the construction of poultry planta intended for 

enn production and for meat production, and eapectally of purebred poultry planta 
and reproducera for the creation of a euffletent quantity of breeding flock, 

an well ae the expanaion and remodeling of the extating poultry-arowing enter~ 
prises, Poulteyegrowing must be conducted an a setentifie basta, thie will assure 
stable rates for the development of the branch and will contribute to the 
succeeaful resolution of the taske confronting ua, 
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Another kind of work that requires further intensification ia the work involved 

in developing poultry growing on the holkhoses and sovihoses, It ia extremely 
important for the farma to take a completely responsible approach to the organisa- 
tion of poultry farma for the purpose of satiafying the intrafarm needs, 


The further development of the breeding of horses, camela, and rabbite te also 
of no amall importance in animal husbandry, The volumes of production of meat 
from all these types of animale have been, for the time being,c omparatively emall, 


The subsidiary ond personal farma of holkhos members and sovkhos workere can 
become a rather considerable reserve in the foodetuffs program being developed, 
The subsidiary farma and animal farme must be developed in every oe attached 
to industrial enterprises, and transportation, construction, and other organisa- 
tlona, Party, Soviet, and agricultural agencies, and managere of kolkhoses and 
sovkhoses, must use all meane to encourage the development of this important 
matter, and must render assistance in maintaining the livestock being used for 
personal purposes, Persona whe have expressed the desire to acquire household 
livestock must be helped to purchase it, and must be provided with the materials 
for bullding outhbulldinge and with foddera, Te te wy: as Comrade L, I.

past fiveeyear plan, Tt te planned to continue this course more profoundly on 

the basta of tnterfarm cooperatives and agroinduatrial integration, to eatabliah 
direct economic tlea between the farme and processing enterprises, and to work 

to improve the etructure of the agroinduatrial complex, 


An important task ta the ereatton and the planned organisational and matertal- 
technteal retnforcement of the apectaliaed orchard and grape sovkhoses, the 

number of whieh hae reached 70, At the present time the apectalised sovkhoses 
produce 6570 percent of the total atate procurements of fruite and grapes, and 
provide for almoat 100 percent of the shipmenta of output to the nationwide 

funda, tn the longerange view tt te planned te have a considerable increase in the 
production of frutte and grapes, The uae of mountainous and foothill sonea for 

the planting of vineyards and orchards, and the creation of new epecialined 
aovkhoses, will make tt posathle by the end of the llth Five-Year Plan to 

bring the aroae harvest of grapes to 1.51.6 million tone, 


A substantial reserve for inereasing the harvest yield of the fruit and berry 
plantations and vineyarda ta the establishment of the proper procedures at the 
already exiating plantationa, tt ta necessary to carry out the remodeling of the 
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old, fragmented plots, to replace them with large-scale areas and plantings of 
the beat vartetion with the highest ylelda, 


In the Light of the dectatona of the 26th CPSU Congress, it will be ma to 
intensify the sctentific search and to recommend to the farms the more valuable 
varieties for the apectfic conditions of the individual sones in the republic, 

to develop new technology for intensive orchard-growing with the mechanised, 
flow-line execution of all working processes, and, on that basis, to achieve a reduc-

[Tent] The Need for Organisational and Reonomie Structuring of the Complex 


Improving the organisational etructure end adminietration of the agro-industrial 
complex ta of special importance for taplementing the food program that was develop-~- 
ed in acoordance with a decision of the CPAU Central Gommittes, In the accountabi- 
lity report at the 26th party congress, Comrade L, 1, Breshnev pointed out that 
"improving the eg structures of control cannot be a half measure, One 
cannot adapt the living, developing organisation of control of the economy to stag~- 
nant, customary form, On the contrary, the forme must Le brought into line with 
the changing economte tasks," 


The formation of RO — complenes at all levele reflects the objective pte- 
conn of further collectivisation of production on the baste of the development and 
deepening of technological, organteational, economic and social ties between agri- 
culture, branches of induatry end the industrial and soctal infrastructure, This 

ie conditioned by the need to provide the eae with a reliable supply of food 
and agricultural raw material through better utilisation of exteting resources, 


Htudy of the tendencies in the develo t of productive forces and technical-tech- 
nological, economle and soctal thes that in agriculture and the spheres that 
provide it, under the conditions of our republic, production-sectal complenas take 
form at three levela, 


1, The loeal agricultural region (group) whteh ineludes (2-5) farme that are joined 
together by production and soctal interests, Were it te possible to have a certain 
amount of development of interfarm apectaiiaation and cooperation, the creation of 
joint shope for producing feeds, warehouses, storehouses and wo forth, It ts ea- 
pecially important to combine the efforts of neighboring farme for the development 
of the soetal infrastructure, construction and expansion of modern villages with a 
complex for sectal and cultural services, 

















2, The rural rayon as the baste territorial wnit where the local level of the agro- 

industrial complex takes form with its production and social ties among agricultur- 

al enterprises and enterprises that serve thea--the rayon Goskomsel 'khostekhnika 

og construction organisations, dairy combines, transportation enterprises, 
ao forth, 


3, The republic level of the agro-industrial complex, which embraces specialized 
minietries, associations and services of republic significance, and also rayon ter- 
ritorial wnite that are related by production and delivering to the consumer food- 
stuffs and industrial products made of agricultural raw material. Thie ie the level 
at which it is possible to achieve the most efficient combination of territorial and 
branch control of the complex with a total program approach which is oriented to- 
ward the final result, with all the constituent parte of the complex being respon- 
sible and taking initlative, 


Integration processes must develop in correspondence with the territorial and in- 
dustrial-secial complenes that objectively take form-interfarm, branch and inter- 
branch associations are created, and aleo the system of planning and autonomously 
financed control improves, Taking into account the complexity and the newness of 
the task and the need to create production, economic and soctal prerequisites, the 
republic te carrying out thie work in etages and conducting the appropriate oxperi~- 
ments, 


The Vil'yandiskoye experiment began in 1975, Ite essence consists in the organiza- 
tional and economic structuring of local territorial levels of the republic agro- 
industrial (food) complex, The experiment has been justified, The combination of 
agricultural and service enterprises of state and kolkhos-cooperative sectors, 
while retaining their independence and economic initiative, partial centralisation 
of resources of farme and organisations that ara included in the association, the 
pousibility of economle maneuvering respective of departmental and local barriers, 
the development and implementation of an all-embracing and balanced program for in- 
dustrial and sectal development in the rayon, the deepening of interfarm spectaliza- 
tion and cooperation, and the strengthening of backward unite and farma--all thie 
hae made it possible, in the final analyetis, te utilise exieting resources more ef- 
ficlently and to achieve higher production and soctal indicators, Under the Tenth 
Five-Year Plan the Vil'yandt agricultural association increased production by the 
following amounts ae compared to the average annual level of the preceding five 
years! gratne«by 39 percent, milke-by 21 percent, and meat-~by 36 percent, inelu- 
ding pork=«by 60 percent, A second rayon agro-industrial assoctation was created 
in the Retonian 88K in 1979-«the Pyarnuskoye, In a short period of time it maneuv- 
ered resources effectively enough #0 as to bring up the backward farm and unite, 
The rayon took over firat place in the republic in terme of the resulte of economic 
activity last year, and it wae aleo the winner of the all-unton socialist competi- 
tion, Similar rayon agro-industrial aseootations are functioning successfully in 
the Latvian and Georgian GOR'a aa well, 


At the present time the Vil'yandiakoye experiment te expanding and other rayone of 
the republic are changing over to the new syatem, There te no doubt about the ex- 
pediency of this, But tt ta impossible to resolve on the rayon level all probleme 
of balanced and intereourdinated development of the agro-induatrial complex, and 
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optimal combinations of territorial and branch adminiatration, Serious difficulties 
arine because of the fact that the republic agro-industrial complex has not been 
structured organizationally and economically-<its constituent parte do not have com- 
mon administration agencies or a unified long-term program for the development or 
economic funda for providing for interbranch and spatial maneuvering in order to 
utilize more effectively financial, material and labor resources. The planning in- 
dicators and incentives that are currently in effect in individual parte of the 
agro-industrial complex do not orient the latter toward the final results of the 
entire complex with reduced expenditures of resources per unit of output. Moreover, 
if one takes into account that resources are becoming more and more limited and 

that they ers peing weed for other important national economic problema, the problem 
of inerensing the return from capital investments in agriculture and the agro-indue~- 
trial conplex becomes a moat important ene, which determines the rates and tine 
periode for the implementation of the food program as a whole, 


Certain atructural changes must be made in order to increase the effectiveness of 
investments, This was discussed by Comrade L. 1, Breahnev at the November (1979) 
Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee: “Under the future five-year plan it will be 
necessary to make large changes in the etructure and proportions of the economy, to 
improve the extating branch and territorial tiles, and to reveal those unite where, 
with minimal expenditures, it will be possible to obtain the greatest and moat va- 
pid effect." The latter te espectally important for increasing the final effective- 
nese of the food complex, Weak links in ite chain are cracks through which the ef— 
fect is lost. And active influence on weak links, eliminating the so-called mint- 
mal factors, ia the moat important economic method for increasing the final effec- 
tiveness of the food complex as a whole, We are aware of the minimal factors ‘n 
the agro-induatrial complex. They include, above all, arreare in the production 
infrastructure of agriculture, a shortage of processing capacities, warehouses and 
atorehouses, serious shortcomings in construction, technical and agro-chemical ser- 
vices, tranaportation and product sales, Overcoming another minimal factor-«the 
shortage of labor force in rural areas--entaile the development of a modern social 
infrastructure, Finally, the extatence of rayone and farm that are backward be- 
cause of objective and subjective factors is a astious impediment to the overall 
development. The tendency toward their becoming permanently and more profoundly 
hackward causes special concern, In rayone and on farme with a low level of earn- 
ing power and the worst conditions for labor and life, there ia an extreme outflow 
of working force and ite structure te deteriorating, There is a danger that pro- 
censen will begin which are difficult to reverse (requiring eapectally large ex- 
penditures) of which are even irreversible, Yet it fe known that with a comprehen- 
sive approach, with relatively amall outlaye, it 1@ possible to increase the ylelda 
and productivity tn places where thay are now comparatively Low, 


The problema enumerated above cannot be solved on the rayon Level alone, or on the 
level of narrow branch or territorial administration of the complex, If each or 
ganivation creates ite own food and social infrastructure and parallel construction, 
repair and other services, there will not be enough of any kinds of resources, Ine 
trarayon funde and efforte alone are not sufficient to bring up backward unite, 

For example, such rayona as Vyruskiy, Valgaskiy, Kingiseppakiy, Khiyumaaskiy and 
Khaapaaluakiy do not have enough funda of their own to do thie, According to a 
comprehensive evaluation of their agro-economie potential (land, production capt 
tal, labor force) these rayons, ae compared to auch rayone as Khar'yuskty, 











Vil'yandiskly, Rakvereskiy and Paydeskiy, fail to obtain tens of millions of rubles 
in profit annually. 


The need to create an integral system of planning and administration of the agro- 
industrial (food) complex wae emphasised in the decisions of the 25th and 26th par- 
ty congresses and a number of plenum of the CPSU Central Committee. "life demon- 
atrates," said L. 1. Breshnev at the November (1979) Plenum of the CPSU Central Com 
mittee, “that agricultural production cannot be regarded in isolation from the sys- 
tem of procurements, transportation, storage, process and trade in food products, 
All these are a unified food complex, And they gust be planned as a unified whole. 
The distribution of capital investments and other resources should serve a final 
goal~-improving the supply of foodstuffs for the population. And they must be con- 
trolled as a unified complex, providing for continuous and rapid movement of pro- 
ducta--from production to the counters of stores. The system of planning indicators 
and material incentives should be arranged in such a way that the workers of each 
unit are motivated to deliver to the consumer the —* possible quantity of pro- 
ducta, and high-quality products at that. It te precisely from this standpoint 

that the food problem must be solved under the new five-year plan." 


At the lath Congress of the Communiat Party of Estonia, the firet secretary of the 
Central Committee of the Communist Party of Eatonia, K. Vayno, noted that at the 
lavel of the rayon we have found an effective form of administration, and now the 
task constete in skillfully transferring it to other rural rayons, Additionally, it 
is necessary to think deeply about how to administer the Spee rae complex of 
the republic as a whole. Several suggestions regarding this question are presented 
below, 


Proposed Organisational Structure and Functions of the Republic Agro-Industrial 
(Food) Complex 


The problem of organisational and economic structuring of the union agro~industrial 
(food) complex ia one of the most complicated ones, It seems that it can be solved 
in stages, experimentally checking and selecting the best organisational and eco- 
nomic atructures of administration of the agro-induetrial (food) complexes at the 
republic level, te would seem that the Eetonian S88 ie best prepared for conduct~ 
ing the experiment, It has already accumulated experience in administrating rayon 
agroe industrial complexes and certain organisational and economic prerequisites for 
creating «4 complex on a republic scale extet here, 


The experiment with new adminietrative structures at the republic level, while re- 
taining the old atructures at the union level, of course,-~sntaile certain difficul- 
ties, but they can be surmounted by applying « stage-by~s.age tactic for develop- 
ment and utiliaing intermediate and transitional organisational and economic form, 
fome people think that the best solution would be to create a total republic agro- 
industrial block and the corresponding admintatrative agency which would be fully 
in charge of all resources, receiving centralised Limite «f financial and material 
funda from unton agencies at one time and bearing full responsibility for their 
utilisation and the production of the final output. This would be th» optimal so- 
lutton to the problem, Sut since various structures of administration are still 
retained at the national economic and republic levels, this approach would create 
great diffleultties in material and Cechnical support for the development of the 
republic agro-itnduatrial complex, 
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Under modern conditiona it seems expedient to carry out organisational structuring 
of the republic agro-tnduatrial (food) complex on an associative basis, presuppos- 
ing dual~-unton and republic--jurtedtetion of the mintetries and departments that 
are included in it. Wence there te a certain limitation of the functions of the 
republic agency for admintatering the complex. It gust not replace branch admini- 
atration with territorial admintetration, but provide for «a correct combination of 
them, achteving a unified direction for the actions of a11 constituent parte of the 
complex and the necessary structural changes, basically through methods of regule- 
tion (mainly economic), But the predominance of regulating methods does not sean 
that the admintetration of the republic complex amounts only to the coordination 

of the actione of constituent parte, We need effective control whereby the central 
agency of the agro-induetrial complex would have actual rights and material and fi- 
nancial resources for achieving the earmarked goals. 


Correct determination of the makeup of the republic agro-induetrial complen is ee- 
pectally important, Te inelude too many sintetries and departments in it will make 
adminiatration more difficult and lead to duplication of the work of the republic 
council of mintatera, In this author's opinion, the republic complex should in- 
clude only those mintetries and departments (and aleo their aubdiviatons) that are 
primarily involved in producing the final product and supplying it to the conaume:, 


It ahould be noted that the republic level of the agro-industrial complex ia dif- 
ferent from the unton one, At the unton level a significantly greater proportion 
(up to oneethird of the value of the final product) goes to the firet block of the 
complex (production of moana of production for agriculture). in the Retontan S5R 
thie proportion ta lease, and the enterprises that produce seane of production for 
agriculture are engaged primarily in serving the union complex. in the Eetonian 
HGR the agro-induetrial complex te essentially « food complex which produces and 
sella mainly (more than 80 percent) the final meat and dairy products, Therefore 
it te organisationally expedient to include in the republic complex mainly those 
minteatries and departments, and aleo rayon agricultural assoctations, that comprise 
the republic's food complesn, 


it te suggeated that the republic agro-itnduaetrial complex include the following 
departments and asesoctationa: the mintetries of agriculture (with enterprises and 
inetitutiona under tte jurtedtetion) and frutt and vegetable farming, procurements, 
the meat and dairy induatry, the food industry, forestry and protection of nature, 
Uoskomel'khostekhatka, the State Committee for Land Reclamation and Water Manage- 
ment, the ERSPO, the Fatkolkhosetroy assoctatio,, the Ketelektroset'stroy trust, 
the Fateel'khoskhimiya actentifle preduction assoctation, and rayon agro-industrial 
assoctations, The group of departments and organisations tacluded in the republic 
complex can be capanded of reduced, but only with careful study of their production 
functions and tlea, The complex can aleo include individual subdivisions of one 
nyatem or another (for example, of the miniatries of trade, construction, autome- 
tive transportation and highways, and eo forth), 


Yor management of the republic agro-industrial (feed) complex, it would be expedi- 
ent to create a counet] constating of managere of miniatries, departments and asso- 
clatione that comprise the republic complex, and aleo of the corresponding subdivi- 
sions of the Goaplan, Mintatry of Finance, Gosenah, Goshank, the Fatontan SOR State 
Committee for Prices and sctentifie tnatitutes, tt would be expedient to make the 
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workers of the etaffe of the minitetries and departments included in the complex re- 
spowtble for a number of functions, Yor example, the development of long-term pro- 
graeme and plane could be handled by the corresponding division of the republic Gos- 
plan and ecientific research and design inetitutes. The council would have to be 
staffed with highly qualified epectaliste from the finanecial-economic and legal ser- 
vices. This agency of the agro-industrial complex showld be under the jurisdietion 
of the Ketontan 58% Council of Minteters, 


The main task of the council and ite staff would consiec in ensuring efficient fune- 
tioning of the republic complen and achieving balance among ite parte and progres~ 
sive structural changes for purposes of steady and dynamic increrse in the produc- 
tion of the final product in order te cover internal and centralised needs for food- 
etuffa with the best utilisation of land, material end labor resources. The prob- 
lem does not amount to just creating another additional administrative unit and in- 
creasing the ataffc, We are epeaking about changing the quality of the adminietra- 
tion of the complex and providing for ite integrity, the utilisation of science and 
the achievement of good results, 


The Economic Mechanieow for the Functioning ef the Republic Agro-Induatrial Complex 


The economic mechanion of the complen should be arranged on the bacie of a consta- 
tent combination of centralized planning. and the independence, initiative and moti- 
vation of ite constituent parte for efficient work with the greatest possible con- 
tribution to the overall final result. 


Centralised planning t« carried out on the baste of a actentifically substantiated 
republic food program which determines the long-tere developaent of the republic 
complex and embraces the final economic and social goale, the stages in their at~- 
tatnment, and the main directions and tactics of investments, The long-term target 
program should become the baste for the development of plane of branch and terri- 
torial unite and should not be simply the total of these, In the firet stage there 
could be sertous difficulties in combining and coordin«ting the overall program of 
the republic complex with the plane of wintetries and departments that are under 
the jurtedtetion of unton agenctes, 


In keeping with the dectatonea of the 26th CPSU Congress, it would be expedient to 
considerably reduce the number of aeeignments end indicators that originate with 
higher planning agencies and to ortent thee towards final results, taking into 
account the exteting production and economic potential and ite actual growth.  . 
Thue, tn owe opinion, the rayon assoctations should be given the following planning 
indicatore! 


1, The quantity of the main kinds of agricultural products sold to the estate (for 
five yeare with « breakdown for the various years), taking into account an effi- 
clent echeme for the dietribution of preduction throughout the republic and evalua- 
tien of the agro-economlec potentiale of the rayons; 


1. Sales prices for producte and deductions into centralized republic funds; 


1, The amounte of etate capital tnvestments and ligite for construction and assem 
bly work; 














4. The volume of material and technical support. 


In principle, the approach of the unton agencies to the republic complex should be 
the same. Thue there would be « considerable inersase in the role of economic fac~ 
tore for influencing planning, tt te extremely necessary to change over from cus- 
tomaty methods of adminiatrative control te economic regulation. A distinguishing 
feature of the latter te planned adminiatrative infiuena@ on the sutonomous finan- 
cing interests of tae fares and associations treat sotivate thes 

to iaplement dectaions that are moet effective for the soctety. 


lat ue give « couple of examples, There are significant reserves for further in- 
creasing production and reducing expenditures per unit of output in efficient dis- 
tributton af preduction, taking inte account natural and economic gotentials, Ac- 
cording ta the calculations of sectentiats, optimal distribution of crop growing 
alone, paying attention to the conditions for rateing individual crope on lands of 
various quality, makes it possthle to essentially reduce production costes and in- 
crease tie profit of the farm obtained from crop growing by 15 percent. If one 
adda to th’ a the optional diatribution of antmal andry, the increase in profit 
reaches 75 percent, fut wy are the recommendations of ectentiatse being carried 
wut #0 alewly? The reason lies sot only in shertcomings in planning. The syaten 
of interecste ta not working eit ier, With exteting procurement prices one product 
produces a relatively high) tneome while another requires large oxpenditures of la- 
hor and capital, but ettll produces little ineome or even causes lcases, As a re~ 
sult, adminiatrative methode quest be weed to foree the farm to produce the products 
with lease income (and, a compensation, to plan for them to produce more sdvanta~- 
neous ones an well), and in the final analyate the lees efficient, sultihrand, 
fragmented atructure of production te retained, 


Now can the problem be ealved? Wait unttl the unton agencies regulate and optimize 
the ration among procurement prices for all kinds of agricultural products for all 
republics and eblastal Thte problem can be solved more cffictently and better with- 
in the framework of the republic agroe-tnduetrial complex, taking advantage of the 
me hantom of rebates from procurement prices for relatively highly profitable pro- 
ducts and discounts from prices for the loss profitable ones, To these ends it ta 
neceaeary to create a epectal republic fund, Inetdentally, the ratios smong pro- 
curement pricee are being euccesafully regulated in agriculture in the Georgian 

Son, 


it in teportant for the overall level of procurement prices established for the re- 
public te caver the normal expenditures on reproduction, After the March (1965) 
Vienus of the CPOU Contral Committee the level of procurement prices made /t pos- 
athte to regulate their ratios in the republic eines the profitability of agricul- 
tural production wae close to the optimal (about © percent). tut since that time 
production coate have tleen and profitability has decreased, These processes are 
not explained entirely by the unfavorable weather conditions of 1976-1980, The in- 
creased production coste of agricultural products reveal a longer-term and steadier 
tendency. Caleualtions show that the production cost increased by two-thirds an a 
result of the tnereased cost of means of production that were provided to agricul- 
ture by teduetry., Therefore agrarian economiete consider it necessary to achieve 
a correaponding coordination between price indexes for industrial goode which are 
supplied to agriculture and procurement prices for agricultural products, 














One way or the other we will have to cover planned expenditures for expanded repro- 
duetion in agrleulture, Hut when the level of procurement prices te not high enough 
thie ta frequently done by methode that are not @ part ef autonomous financing, The 
credit indebtedness of the farm and the sum of debte written off by the atate are 
increasing more and more, With thie approach agricultural producta coat the soctety 
more than they would if there were eeonomie accountability and prevention, program 
med in the svetally normal price level, tt alee seem that sonal differentiation of 
prices te ariaing not on the baste of actual difference in production coate, but 
taking into account the objective evaluationa of natural and economic potentials, 

In particular, a eingle level of procurement ree should be eatabiiahed for the 
three Baltic republice which have approntmately the aame natural and economle eondi~- 
tlonae, 


Within the framework of the republic agrostnduetrial complex, methods of economte 
regulation can be weed to solve the problem of ensuring « normal process of repro- 
duction in regione with relatively worse natural and economia conditions and inade~ 
quate internal sources for aceoumulation and matertal ineentives, 


The economle method of planned regulation dietates the need for centralisation with- 
in the republie complex of part of the matertal and financial resourcen, and the 
creation of the corresponding funda for eeonomte influence, Aa the expertence of 
the Vil'yandiakoye and Pyarnuskoye rayon agro-induatrial assoctationa shows, the 
formtion of centralined funds provides for the realisation of long-term programa 
for balanced production and seetal development, bringing up the backward farm and 
wilte and alee accounting for the interests of all menhera of the asavetation, On 
the scale of the republic complen, tt ta expedient to form the following centralized 
funda ' 


1. The development fund, weed mainly for nies the interbranch atructure of the 
com lex and solving large economle and soetal problema of an interbranch nature; 


2, The analatanee fund, for bringing up the rayona that have fallen behind because 
of objective faetoray* 


i, The material tneentive fund for additional etimilation of unite that make a ata 
niffeant eontrthbutton te the development and everall tnereased efficiency of the re- 
piublte agroetnduatrtal complen; 


4, The fund for adjusting the ratios ameng erecurement prices; 
5S, The reserve fund, 


the centralleed funde ean be formed from deductiona from the mintatrien and depart« 
nente and alew rayon assoctationa that are part of the republiea complen whose agro 
economle potential hae been evaluated ae higher than the average republic indicator, 
Judging from the ealeulationa, appronimately 10«15 percent of the finanetal 


*‘laking tote account the sertouenese of the problem, thie fund can and should be 
created through taterbranch rediatetbutton of profit in the near future, 

















resources would thue be aubjeet to centralisation, A large part of the resources, 
which have remained at the diaposal of the branch and territorial units, will pro- 
vide for thetr independence and motivation td achieve good results in their economic 
activity, and aleo reaponaibility for thetr achievement, 


valuation and wtimilation (material and moral) of the results of economic activity 
weoupy an exceptionally taportant place in the mechanies of economic ag tye 

hut here too « certain amount of reatructuring te needed, Until recently the sye~ 
tem of evaluation and etimulation was orlented primarily toward fulfillment and 
overfulfillment of the plana for the production and sale of products, There te no 
need to show how important tt te for all economie unite to fulfill the atate plan, 
hut the ayetem of evaluationa and atimuli should not be related only to the fulfill- 
ment of plans, hile ereates conditions for the development of economic “enterpria- 
ingnese” in the direction, ae they eald at the 26th CPAU Congress, of receiving leas 
planned aselgomenta and more resources, 


The Fatontan G68 hae conducted a comprehenatve evaluation of the agro-economie po- 
tentiale of all farm in terme of the tndleator of normative tneome with the given 
supply of land, matertal and laber resources, and alao taking into account produc- 
tion apectalteation, A compartaon of the actual and normative income rates gives 
the co#ffletent of the effletency of the utilteation of the extating agro-economte 
potential for each farm and rayon, And tt te typieal that on many leading farma-~- 
the winnere of the eoctallat competition for fulfilling planning asatgnmenta accor~ 
ding to groee production and aale of agricultural products to the atate--the coef~ 
fictent of the uttileation of the agro-economte potential wae lower than the aver~- 
ane for the republic, The enterpriaingnesa of their managera wae directed primari- 
ly toward “shaking loowe” resources that are in short supply (technical equipment, 
fertilivers, mined feeds), whose availability, ef eourse, makes it easter to ful- 
fill the plan, 


In the accountability report at the 26th CPAU Congress, Comrade L, 1. treshnev 
noted that the center of gravity in agriculture te moving toward inereaned returne 
from capltal laveatmwmta, tnereaned productivity and tnereased efficiency in the 
utilisation of reseu\cea, Tt ta necessary to reortent the economic mechaniom in 
thie same divectton, wrlmartly the evaluation and atimulation of the resulta of 
eoomomle activity, at whoee baste ahould lie the achieved level of production and 
the efficlency of the uttit{eation of resourcea~«land, funda and labor force which

According to the objective evaluations of agro-ecoromte potentials, one should ea- 
tavileh planning aeatgomenta, dleteibute matertal resources (taking into account 
the exleting degree of effletency of the uttiteation of already extating resources), 
and make paymente tate the budget and tate centralized funda of the associations, 
in Vil'yandtekly Mayon differentiated normatives have been eatahbliahed for dedur- 
time tate the funda of the agrteultural assoctation from the profit of the farma 
on the baste of an integrated economic evaluation of their resources, The asnocta- 
tiem dletrthutes resources among the farma in such a way an to obtain the greateat 
final effect, part of whieh remainae with the farm to atimulate better utilization 
of resources aselgned to it, Thie does not tapinge upon the normal interestea of 
economically atrong farme where, taking toto account the expertenced personnel and 
the good production base, the aasacctation send resources for creating facilities 
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for interfarm purposes, ut, having obtained more resources from the suclety, the 
farms have greater reaponsthility to the soatety for effletent utilisation of the 
moans~<part of the effect according to the normative evaluation tranafera to the 
association and ta utilized for realising the overall ae for economie and so- 
clal development, ineluding for bringing up the backward farm, ‘Tie same principle 
of distribution of resources and formation of eentralinzad funds could be rationally 
applied in the reposltie and, subsequently, in the national economte agro~industrial 
complex, Of no leae importance te the problem of evaluating and stimulating the 
activity of spheres that serve agvieultural production, The solution to this probe 
lem should be coordinated both with the performance of the ueual funetiona of the

neem that a firm plan for the gale of agricultural produeta to the atete that has 
heen eatabiished for the republic should be regiatered in a apectal agreement which 
envisions the corresponding counterdelivertes, thetr nomenclature, volumes, delivery 
times, prices and ao forth, Pis.vete that remain after the fulfillment of planned 
contractual commitmenta can be weed for tnterregional exchange Mich ta alao care 
ried out on the basta of contractual relations, Thie will provide not only for ata- 
bility of economic relations (taking tnte account, naturally, the epecifie features 
of agriculture), but aleo for an effective ayatem of atimulating inereased produc 
tion of foodetuffa and tnereasing the reaponatbility of republic and chlaat agencies 
for supplying the population of thetr a reget With the development of interregion- 
al contractual commitments, the realisation of the principle of self-aupply of food 
will not undermine a rational ayetem of diatribution and aepectalization of produc 
tion of agricultural products among the various natural and economic sones of the 
country, 


The suggeetiona that have been made are not entirely indisputable, in the final 
analyete only future experience will ahaw which organtsational forma and economic 


mchantiom for the funetiontng of terrttortal agro-tnduatrial complexes will turn 
out to he the beat. Sut thie expartence can be aequired only in the process of im 


proving former methode and searching for new waye of carrying out the taske eet 
hy the 26th CPOU Congress in the area of developing the agro-tnduatrial complex of

The quantity of land that te actually used in ageteulture, in per-capita-ot~ 
population terma, ta constantly —*4 Yor example, in 1999 in Ushekiatan 
the amount of treigated land per capita of population was 0,76 hectares; in 1969, 
0,2 heetaren, and in 1979 that indieator dropped to 0,19 hectares, 


the areas sultable for agrteultural aseimilation are annually decreasing in the 
republic, and every new plot ta being anatmilated with large expenditures of labor 
and funde, The aseimilation of one heetare of new land in Central Vergana, 
Khoresmakaya Oblast, and a number of rayona in other oblaste coate more than 
10,000 rublea, In addition, after that land has been asaimilated by water — 
ment, 1¢ requires the carrying out of appropriate measures to cultivate the sot 
for one to three yeara, Heceause of the violation of thie rule, in 1980 in ain 
oblate in the republic appromimately 10,000 heetaren of newly activated land 

were completely unused or were weed inauffletently and without the necessary 
return, 


Hany kolkhoses and sovkhoses do not alweya take an economical attitude toward the 
land, During the yeara of the 10th PiveeYear Pian on the kolkhoses and sovikhones 
the ireigated aravie land inereased by 928,100 hectares, of which 520,900 hectares 
were Wy the asaimilation of new and disused land; 4,609 heetaren by the rooting out 
of pcrenntal plantingas and 7,600 heetares by annexing land from nonagricultural 
organtastiona and excessive personal plote, 


At the eame tise the area of the terigated arable land during the same period 
dropped by 198,900 hectares, with 62,300 hectares being dropped ae a result of the 
planting of perennial erapay 14,500 hectares being allocated for the purpose of 
intrafarm conatructions, 8,500 hectares being wet agide for use an pereonal plote; 
17,800 hectares for nonagricultural needa; 3000 heetares for cultivated pastures; 
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14,800 heetares converted to unierigated land because of water shortage; 6,200 
hectares set anide for the planting of antierosion timber atripa; and 1,500 
hectares eet aaide for eatuary irrigation, 


On a number of farme the intrafarm construction ta being carried out on irrigated 
aratle land deapite the fact that the farme have intrafarm reserves and la 4 
that te unsultable for the growing of agrteultural crops, 


(ne frequently observes the violation of the general construction plan in the 
cities and the urban-type eattlementa, This leads to the inefficient use of the 
land, 


Conatructlon«-planning organizations that develop apecific plana for the location 
and conatruction of vartous atructures in the national economy do net always take 
sufficlent conatderation of the tntereata of the kolthoses and sovihones, Aa a 
result there are conatderable losses of agricultural production owing to the 
reduction of the ative of the terigated area because the conatruction of industrial 
enterprises hae begun there, 


The Admintatration for Mattera of Construction aba Architecture, of the Council 
of Mintatera of the tarakalpakakaya Autonomous G68, developed a general plan for 
the city of Mukus, Witch provides for the expansion of ite territory by annexing 
irrigated land from the farme in Nukuaakiy Rayon, according to which plan, for 
the past five yeara, 3,700 hectares have been allocated to the detriment of 
auriculture, with 900 hectares being treigated land, At the same time there 
exiate the real possthility of expanding the territory of the capital of the 
autonomous republic in the eastern direction by using unirrigated land, Itt ta 
necensary to reconsider the general plan for the development of the city of Muikue 
from the point of view of keeping the irrigated land in agricultural etreulation, 


In order to ayatematize and reduce the removal of land for the purpose of nonagri~ 
cultral and tntrafarm needa, it te neceseary to develop a selentifically sub- 
wtantiated plan for the location of the branches of the national economy in the 
various oblaete of the republic, with a conatderation of the heat conditiona for 
the wee of irrigated land, 


in addition to the further butidup of projecta deatgned to assimilate new Land 

and tu carry out measures to inerease the fertility of that land and combat all 
types of eroaton, a question that ta an eapectally acute one ta the queation of 

the recultivation of land that hae been dieturbed, Viraet, thie te one of the 

mat important factora for using the extating land resources for the purpose of 
developing agricultural production, Geeondly, the preceding atages of the develop- 
went of the natlonal economy, the avatlability of considerable areas of land to 

he used, and the relatively easy tnvolvement of that land in economte circulation

Management wae reaponathlie for taking out of agrieultural etreulation 727,400 
hectares of land that require recultivation, Thie large volume of diaturbed land 

in explained by the fact that, when laying canale and the collection and drainage 
network, and when cleaning them, valuable agricultural land ta taken out of 
agricultural elreulation, With thia kind of approach to the aituation, when 

the problema of laying tretgation evyatema are moved into the foreground, the 
questions of recultivation and the returning of the land to agrieultural eireulation 
(elimination of diaturved arena, the fliling tn of ditches, the restoration of 

the fertile layer of the aotl) rematna without any practteat resolution for a number 
of yeara, Thie ta a attuation that one cannot become reconciled to, 


The moat widespread type of diaturbance of the land during water management cone 
atruction ta the creation, along the treigation network, of cute for the purpose 
of building canal dikes, and aleo the piling up of the dirt taken from the 
collection and drainage network, Aa a consequence of theae practices, many fare 
lowe 20«75 heetares of more, which land could be weed in agriesteural etreulation 
after the carrying out of recultivation,

In reaponee to the resulta of the audit that was conducted, the Kashkadar'inekaya 
(hiaet Meecuttve Committee adopted a dectaton concerning the compensation of the 
damages that had been tnflected, with that compensation co be made by the organtsa- 
tione named, witch had vielated the land legislation, The further delay in 
carrying out operations to recultivate the land on the territories indicated 

will increase the losses taflteted, 


There te « large number of examples when valuable agricultural land that has been 
disturbed in the course of conatruction cannot be used in production unless there 
in the appropriate recultivation, Yor example, the 20 hectares of land that were 
occupled by a brick quarry tn Kysyltepinakty Rayon, Bukharakaya Oblast, and that 
were recultivated in 19/76, have not yet been used in agricultural eireulation, 
Thia alone hae resulted tn the lows of 600 quintale of cotton, 


The necesalty of protecting the environment requires constant attention to the 
work tovelved in recultivating the Land, 


fhe planned and ateady carrying out of reeultivation will make it possible to 
increase the republic's fund of tretgated land, 
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Specific recommendations have already been develo for recultivating 51,700 
hectares of disturbed land, The preparation of the planning and estimate documen- 
tation for the carrying out of the reeultivation of that land has begun, The Land 
that wae disturbed prior to 1969 will be recultivated by drawing on funds from 

the state budget, and the land disturbed after 1969 will be recultivated on the 
basia of finanetal deductiona from the organisations, enterprises, and inaituttons 
that disturbed the fertile layer, The prompt and effictent fulfillment of the 
planned volume of operationa will make tt posaible to achieve a considerable 
increase in the production of producta of agriculture,

[Text] A emall truck trundles along hot asphalt of the wide main highway leading 

to the west from the renowned Archman Health Resort, It makes a right turn onto a 
gravel road, crosses the railway bed and heads deep into the desert toward sand ridges 
overgrown with thin shrubs, ‘The various headgear of the men (telpeki and caps) and 
of = a (herchieta, robes and shawls) jump and awing as the truck hits potholes 
in the road, 


A well-informed pereon can easily guess where all these people are going because 
the route has been traveled repeatedly public as well as private transportation, 
They are pilgrims to the so-called Ak-itehan sanctuary which ie appromimately 15 
kilomtere from the Archman Health Resort and 1C kilometers from a similarly + «med 
wettlemnt, Very often such vehicles traneport persons vieiting the health resort, 
| have heard that the dust-enveloped excursion-pilgrimages cost an average of 15 
rubles per person or 50 kopeks per kilometer, 


But the pligrime do not ekimp, One day in June (not a Friday) when 1 had an oppor- 
tunity to vieit there, five or ein raw ekine of sacrificial ram were being dried 
under the sun, in mid-July, aleo not a Friday, there were eight ram skine and a 
camel hide, Thie by no means te the maximum average for one day and does not in- 
clude the offerings of aweete, producte and money —2 the pockets of the dodgers 
posing as sanctuary keepers, One of them, a resident of Ashkhabad, even urged the 
newly arrived pilgrim: not to slaughter the animale they brought ae there was sore 
than enough meat left from previous offerings, The reader has obviously already 
guessed that the keeper was not in the least guided by concern for saving the lives 
of gentle young rama but by a wish to see them at his home or at the market, When 
several head are collected, he sends them in batches for marketing in native regions, 


What does thie “holy” place represent, for which pilgrim yearn so much, and who 
wae thie myaterious Ak-ishan or White iehan’ 


Several sepulchral mounds are behind a clay adobe fence, and by tradition one of 

them is regarded to belong to Ak-iehan, re ie not the slightest hint of an in- 
scription on the strange stone buried at the head of the mound which would confirm 
thie tradition, Also buried here ie « email dry tree to whose dead branches the 
pilgrim tie amall rage, strings, strands of camel wool and mall toy-sined children's 
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cradles, On the ground there are several odd-shaped stones (some are fossilized 
mollusk-ammonites) brought from the mountains. 


The fence areund the sanctuary from the western side encloses a primitive structure 
which serves as @ mosque, Were for the convenience of the pilgrims are several prayer 
rugs on which they can pray and beg the “holy ishan" to deliver them from illnesses 

to grant posterity (specificaily, a son-euccessor) and to help in other everyday 
affairs, Prayers are aleo said in « one-room house near the “mosque” where we came 
across a young fellow repeatedly bowing with ardor to higher forces, But he appeared 
to be somewhat unusual--he wae raked, Perhaps this was because the day wan extremely 
hot, or he may have believed that this way his request would reach the necessary 
addressee faster, At any rate he was pulling on his trousers with obvious reluctance, 
ome 30 meters away from the sanctuary there ie a pretty spacious building with 
several separate room and a complete set of ld implements such aa metal 
pitchers, teapots, cups and plates, (pial), ae well as felting, quilted blankets and 
age Come, eat and sleep--but do not forget to bring some livestock or something 
elee of value, 


The article by A, Khaidov and M, Tuvakbayeva "About the Holy Places" from the 
collection of worka of the Sector of Selentific Atheiem of the Turkmen 55% Acadeny 

of Selencesn "Problema of Atheletic Education," which was published in Turkmen language 
thie year, deseribes on pages 70-72 the conversations the authors of the article had 
with pilgrims (more often female pilgrim) to the Ak-ishan “sanctuary.” Let us give 
sume examples, 


A., an elderly woman, came here with her daughter-in-law whom she forced to make this 
pilgrimage for the first time 5 yeara ago, Afterward, according to A., the daughter- 
ine law had satiafactorily given birth to a son who was named after the "assistant" 

to the saint "lehangula" ("slave of tehan"), In accordance with her vow, A, has been 
mking annual piigrimages to the “sanctuary” with her daughter-in-law and small 
grandson, She does not realise that the ishan had nothing to do with it and that 

the tnittal absaence of an offapring from her daughter-in-law after marriage may have 
heen connected with a whole eertes of phystological reasons, 


0,, another female pilgrim, after hearing that a visit to Ak-ishan helps in healing 
mntal disordera hae been bringing her sick son to the sanctuary once a week for a 
whole year, We did not recover, But 0, believes it is because she failed to make 
enough offerings to the saint, 


i, turned to Aketehan with an appeal that hia only son, who had committed a crime 

and wae serving @ S-year sentence, return hom ahead of time. Frequent pilgrimages 
to the sanctuary accompanted by livestock sacrifices and collective ritualiatic meals 
did not help in realising hie appeal--G's son committed another crime while in prison 
and received an additional sentence, But the (yashuli) stubbornly believes that he 
wae just unlucky and that hie fortune betrayed him he #till comes to Ak-ishan from 
time to time to make offerings, 


the pilgrim generally do not know anything specific about the personality of Ak-iehan 
whom they worship, They only describe hie "holiness" and the "miracles" at his grave, 
There te no doubt that in spreading such legends and falsehoods a big role ts played 
by various sanctuary keepers, who are not unwilling to profit in the “saint's” shadow 
at the expense of gullible pligrim: and their misfortunes and sufferings, 
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In reality, however, Ak«ishan te not som kind of « legendary personality, Accordian 
to som data he ta «a Turkmen-Tekinets from the Bokurdan tribe named Akmamed who 1i 
in the latter third of the 18th and the firet half of the 19th centuries in the 
Akhal aule of Yaradsha and Beurma, It ie true that he lived mostly among livestock 
breeders in the border sone where, according to legend, he was aleo buried, thus 
marking the beginning of « large cemetery which te still being wed, 


Coming from «4 prosperous family he demonstrated from childhood his aptitude for 
studies, Later he went to Khiva (Khoresm) to obtain higher epiritual education and 
took «a course in Suflatic sctences from Yasygul-pir, Returning ae an ishan, he won 
great popularity through seal and plety in religious affaires under the name of 
Ak-ishan or "White tehan," which (name) undoubtedly emphasized the brightness and 
purity of the path selected by him, Thie te related by serape of legendas which in 
their time have hardly escaped suitable revision by the priesthood, The verses

hy canal without allowtng tt to settle elaewhere and to uae the waste landa, 
mking water flow again in the ZhangaeDarya bed from the direction of Aqayr 
Hovkhow. Thie will not, to be sure, be accomplished tn a day, The task will 
have tu he achteved tn the future, The leeue here ta to uae water and land 
economloatly and to tnerease livestock numbera based upon thie, 1 am far from 
looking at thinge eolely tn terme of condittona at Dhanga-Darya fovikhos, 


Water flow will be 90 cuble metera a aecond along the canal during the winter 
mnthe of 1979, 1980 and 1981 (and thie will reault tn black tee during the 
winter, a tack of pasture and livestock lows), uch a large amount of water will 
even reach the eovkhos of Garmaqahy Rayon, The Dhanga-Darya Kiver hed will turn 
ureen wherever water flows, Large pastures will be created, In the apring we 
cleared and burned 10,000 heetares and prepared pastures that will produce 17,000 
tom of hay. We began cutting on 10 July, We opened the Qyah Dam on 159 July 
alnee tuere wae no water tn the river bed, and water reached both the winter and 
comer pastures, The auvkhor mat prepare 15,000 tone of Livestock fodder, That

A third provlemt saheep herding te presently in diffleulty., There are no cadres, 
Young people mat fill the ranke, Studenta do not participate in animal husbandry 
work tn accordance with (at Mintatey of Uducattion regulations, In rayona of 
nelahboriog republles, expanding herde, shearing and lambing are carried out by 
whool children, We have prohibited such work, We think it correct that thie 
rule be changed and that ochool children tn sheep sovihoses work closely with 
atimalea from a young age, Would it not be a diagrace if they could not saddle 

up thetr horees and go to the aheep after graduation? They should know how to 
herd sheep, how to tnerease the herda by hand and shear, Thie problem muat he 
patd heed, 


A fourth problem the (att Mintatry of Agrteulture has not wet up a ataff for 
diatributiog pertodicale to herdemen aa part of « untitled system, Thia ta now 
being done through epectaltate on a collective basta, The apectaliata don't 
know what to do in thie area, The reason ta that the shepherd's planned work ta 
changeable, Unfavorable cireumatances can artee, a sheep may suddenly be loat 
or become 111, The herdeman may be away from the settlement completely, Thus tt 
would be appropriate for «a epectal ataff to be ereated and the problem resolved

"this sovkhos wae founded tn 1963, In apite of initial difficulties hardly a 
year passed before it tneluded mre than 200 families, We had more than W,000 
sheep, Cultivated areas expanded, We planted clover and corn.” Thus he began, 
"Water shortage tiled our hande when we thought of increasing cultivation, There 
was nothing to be done about it, Water wae the essential barrier to our gradually 
increasing herd numbera and widening pastures, 


There were no pastures from which we could procure fodder from natural hay in any 
case, There were almeat no plante for winter wee other than saxaul and wormood, 
fome yeare there wae saxaul and wormwood and some yeata not, Vor thia reason we 
had to procure moat animal fodder from other tayons, Thie resulted in conatderable 
losses, An a teault our aking, leather and meat were expensive,” 





Qarekeng went ont" “Ae you will recall we had to procure meat in production 
plans, Plane called for providing one sheep in ten for meat per year on the 
average, Thus we had to provide 3,000 to 4,000 sheep a year, year after year, 
After Jto 4 yeare epent in raiasiag « sheep, we recetved 75 rubles for a sheep 
weighing 90 kilograms, Hut it coat 78 rubles to herd and raise each sheep, Thus 
we suffered a J ruble loss per sheep, The lose from 3,000 ah wae considerable, 
However, If lawhe were akinned for karakol hides when they are born the lows 
hecame a clear profit of 15°40 rubles, What I aay ta thie: we whould uae leas 
amall livestock for meat in general and use more large cattle in their place, The 
logical question ariaes of what to do with old sheep, If we ratee Lamhe there 


will be a glace for them, 


The reasons for my suggeation that wating sheep for meat be reduced are as 
followat Wiret of all the benefite from large cattle are greater than those from 
sheep, Vor example, a large animal outweigha ten sheep on the scales, A large 
animal produces ae many producte an two sheep, Thue ae many producta can be 
obtatned from five cattle ae from 10 eheep, Secondly, republic herdamen wil soon 
he lnvolved in the atrugete to increase the number of sheep to 90 militon, If 
each aovkhos alaughtera 9,000 aheep each year, will thie not hinder herd growth 


in addition, tt fe diff_teuit for ua to procure sheep for alaughter, Vor example, 
tu deliver 900 sheep ta Keyl Orda we have to load sheep on some 10 vehicles and 
travel 3} to 4 houre each way, returning at 1100 the nent morning, We think that 
we ahould get back home sooner aa we have to do thie all the time~~at leaat every 
J to 3 daya and sometimes once a week, Another diffteuity ta that there ta no 
place to graze ot water the aheep tin the city, You wuld be aad to eee the 
otarving aheep, We figure that with the death of tranaported sheep from hunger 
and detertoration of meat quality, the final weight will decrease from the 90 
kilogram average and won't be more than 40 kilograms, 


in addition, the 15 persona,who are tormented for a week in delivering the 500 
wheepgnive the starving sheep sheep's butter to eat, That reduces the quality 
of the meat. And when the sheep have been slaughtered, how mny calories does 











that put on the people's tables? Thia ten't just a problem with our sovikhor but 
with the wele oblast, The appropriate organe must take care of the matter,” 


Qarakeng continued: “Laat year 17,000 sheep lawhed and mite than 76,000 lane were 
horn) more than 23,000 of these were slaughtered for karatol hides, What happened 
to the meat from the 73,000 lamel 1t wae totally wasted, Thiae hae been ming on 
for years, Uf thie lam meat were taken in hand by the oblast procurement 
organizations under the taS@@ Hintatry of Procurement, would not lamba’ internal 
organs be appropriate raw material for making soap! Thin situation holds not juat 
for ua but for tena of sovihoses in the area, Ate not enormvue amounte of raw 
materiale being loat each year?
